UNNAMED “LOAFERS'’ ESCAPE 


Six employés of the city attorney's office 
were suspended for indefinite terms yes- 
terday by Corporation Counsel Sexton. He 
has under consideration the question wheth- 
er some or all of the six shall be discharged. 

The suspended men were among the nine 
reported by the Chicago bureau of public ef- 
ficiency on Monday. They have admitted 
the charges against them—that they have 
outside occupations in addition to their city 
hall jobs—and Mr. Sexton is not satisfied 
with their defense that their private busi- 
ness did not interfere with their work for 
his department. 

In two other instances of the same sort 
further investigations will be made. These 
are cases in which the employés do some 
night work, which may not interfere with 
their regular city pay roll jobs: It Is prob- 
able also that no discipline will be imposed 
on the six men unnamed by the bureau, but 
described as loafing in various saloons dur- 
ing working hours.

The six men suspended, all investigators 
tor the city attorney, are:

His men reported to him that 
Paraski has employes working for him and 
that they saw them at work. Neumann ad- 
mits he sells flour, but says it doesn’t inter- 
fere with his work for the city attorney. Mr. 
Keeler is confident it does interfere with that 
work. Feinen admits he sells liquor for a 
wholesale house, but says he does it after 
hours. I feel the occupation may prevent 
him from giving the best that is in him to the 
city. 


Maloney and His Bar. 

Maloney says he tends bar at his saloon 
only oné night a week, but Mr. Keeler’s em- 
ployés say he is in the saloon much of his 
time and is working there part of nearly 
every day during working hours, Lulinski 
says his father was not making a success of 
his undertaking business, and that he had 
to take hold for a time, but his brother is 
looking after the business now. Johnson 
says he sleeps from 5 to 10 every night. He

‘Lenten Barren 


TEx POLICE GET BUSY. 


New York, March 4.—[Special.]—The great. 
er part of the Industrial Workers of the 
World army of the unemployed, which has 
been demanding work or food, consisting of 
turkey and champagne, and shelter with pri- 
vate rooms and baths, went to jail tonight. 

More than 195 men and one woman, Gussie 
Miller, who have been spending the nights in 
churches recently, were arrested at the order 
of Police Commissioner Douglas I. McKay 
about 8 o'clock this evening in the Roman 
Catholic church of St. Alphonsus in West 
Broadway, just north of Canal street. 

Frank Tannenbaum, the leader, who cele- 
brated his twenty-first birthday today, and 
the other young leaders were charged with 
inciting to riot. All the others were charged 
with disorderly conduct and unlawful entry. 

They were taken to the MacDougal street 
police station and then to the Domestic Re- 
lations court, where Chief Magistrate Mc- 
Adoo went to hold a special session of court, 


Invade Church Despite Warning. 

The unemployed, more than 600 strong, had 
marched to the church from Rutgers square 
and from Union square, and, though they 
were warned by the police not to enter with- 
out permission, they swarmed into the 
church, breaking in on the Lenten medita- 
tions of a few men and women—all of them 
old, gray haired, and sorrowful looking. 

Women screamed when they saw the in- 
truders, who, paying little attention to this, 
quickly occupied seats well in front. The in- 
vaders refused to leave when ordered to do 
go by Father G. J. Schneider, who was 
shocked by the demand of the men that they 
should be permitted to sleep in the presence 
of the sacramnt. 

When the pocemen entered the church 
building pandemonium ensued. For halfan 
hour there was wildest disorder, due in a 
measure to the efforts of the police to sepa- 
rate the intruders from the worshipers. Fa- 
ther Schneider and several other priests whq 
tried to pacify the men by talking to them 
found their good intentions useless. 


Police Recognize Old Offenders. 

The character of many of the so-called 
unemployed was disclosed by the brief in- 
vestigation of the police. Detectives said 
they recognized among the motley throug 
that was carted to the police station many 
men who have always refused to work. They 
found in the church slung shots, a razor, a 
pair of shears that had been dropped by the 
men when they were surrounded by eighty 
police reserves from four different stations 
and a dozen detectives and informed they 
were under arrest. Pieces of iron also were 
found. : 

Among the men, who have been lament- 
ing their lack of employment and money, 
were found a number who had cash in their 
pockets. One man bad $700 and explained, 
when asked why he joined the army of the 
idle, that he did not want to spend hie last 
cent. Others gave addresses, but many said 
they were without homes and cash. 


Says “Church Looks Good.” 

Tannenbaum said he had entered the 
chuich simply because it looked good to 
him and he wanted to give the Catholics a 
chance to feed them after the Protestant 
chutches had cared for them for three 
nights.”

OFFERS FINAL PROPOSAL 
ON HOME RULE FOR IRELAND. 


Government May Permit Some Coun- 


tles to Remain Away from Dublin 
Rule for Several Years. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®E.) 

LONDON, March 5, 8 a. m—The Daily 
News prints this morning what purports to 
be the government’s final offer to the Union- 
ists regarding Ulster and home rule. The 
statement is written by the parliamentary 
correspondent of the paper. 

According to this writer, the much talked 
of scheme of home rule within home rule 
has been dropped, because, among other 
things, the Unionists made it clear that they 
would not accept it. The cabinet has now 
agreed to go to the furthest limit toward the 
temporary exclusion of Ulster from the con- 
trol of the Dublin parliament. 

The suggestion, which is said to have been 
made ‘solely in the intereste of peace, and 
a settlement by consent. is this: 

“ Any county in Ireland which makes the 
demand after the passage of the act, but 
before the Irish parliament ia summoned, 
shall have the right to take a vote of the 
electorate of the county, and it a majority 
favors exclusion that county shall be ex- 
cluded for a term of years, probably three.”

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“SIAMESE TWINS” 


SEPARATED; LIVE 


Tissue Holding Four Month 
Old Babies Together Sev- 
ered at Paris. 


SLEEP WELL FIRST TIME. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND,. } 

PARIS, March 4.—Madeleine and Suzanne 
Durand, who were born in November last, 
are living separate lives tonight for the first 
time, These Slamese twins were sepa- 
rated by a delicate operation this afternoon 
and the surgeons believe they will survive, 
despite the fact that other twins joined at 
birth died soon after the operations which 
separated them. 

The belief of the surgeons rests on the fact 
that the junction of the babies did not in- 
volve any important organ. It was realised 
that the operation was highiy dangerous, 
but it was decided on when the tragic deaths 
of similar pairs of children were recalled. 


United by Tough Tissue. 

Madeleine and Suzanne were united by a 
piece of tough, fibrous tissue about four 
inches thick. An X ray examination showed 
that the heart and lungs of each were entirely 
distinct. Each child has every bodily organ 
separate from the other. 

The operation took no longer than fifteen 
minutes. It was simple on account of the 
exceptional nature of the junction. Cocaine 
was employed as a local anesthetic. A 
circular incision was made and the loss of 
blood was small. The fleshy tissue joining 
the twins was from one liver to the other. 
It was possible to cut the portion of the 
intestine common to both without danger to 
their lives. 


Sleep Well for First Time. 

After the operation the children went to 
sleep tranquilly for the first time since their 
birth. Up to today the fact of their junction 
prevented the children from being able to 
sleep comfortably. They are 4 months and 
5 days old. The operation was planned two 
months ago, but one of the children was too 
weak physically to warrant the risk. 

The last operation of this kind was per- 
formed in France in 1202, when Dr. Dotien 
separated the two Hindoo children, Radica- 
Roodica. They died shortly afterwards of 
tuberculosis. 

Eng, one of the original Siamese twins, died 
in delirium two hours after having seen his 
brother expire. Millie-Christine and Helene- 
Judith met a similar fate.

Opposed: Policies Adopted in Re- 
gard to Mexican and 
Japanese Issues. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., March 4.—[Special!. 1 
Unable to approve the foreign policies of 
the Wilson administration. John Bassett 
Moore, counselor of state and a recogn'zed 
international expert, offered his resignation 
to the pres.dent today. 


Mr. Moore's retirement leaves the depart- 


ment without a directing official acquainted 
with foreign questions. In an effort to fill the 
void thus cregted the president nominated 
to the senate this afternoon William Phill'ps 
of Boston to be third assistant secretary of 
state. Mr. Phillips held this office under the 
Roosevelt administration. 

In u letter to the president accompanying 
his formal resignation Mr. Moore indicated 
that his sole motive in accepting the counsel- 
orship was to give to the administration 
“such services as might be possibile in a 
period of transition.“ Mr. Moore said this 
design is now fulfilled.” 

Mr. Wilson in accepting the resignation 
said he regretted Mr. Moore had decided to 
quit. 


Long Opposed to Policies. 

It has been known for months that Mr. 
Moore was opposed to the more important 
of the Wilson-Bryan policies. He objected to 
the first foreign pronouncement of the pres- 
ident that recognition would not be accorded 
to governments based on force. The un- 
broken policy of the United States up until 
the Wilson administration was one of non- 


intervention in the domestic afiairs of other | 


states and recognition of governments able 
to maintain peace and order and protect 
American interests. 

Mr. Moore also objected to the attitude 
announced by the president with reference 
to the far east. He was and is a firm believer 
in the Hay principles of the integrity of 
China and the open door. The president is 
coming to recognize that these principles 
must be maintained if American prestige and 
trade are to be developed. 

The handling of the Japanese question 
likewise did not meet with Mr. Moore's judg- 
ment. 


Wanted Huerta Recognized, 

With respect to Mexico, the counselor be- 
Heved the strength of Huerta justified his 
recognition. If the United States had ac- 
corded that recognition, Huerta would have 
been able to secure funds and to institute a 
vigorous campaign which might heve ob- 
tained early peace. The president having 
decided not to recognize Huerta, Mr. Moore 
favored a strong policy which would have 
brought about the early retirement of the 
dictator and the placing in office of a man of 
force and energy who could be morally sup- 
ported in his efforts to reéstablish peace. 
‘Further, Mr. Moore believed that Ameri- 
cans, wherever they might be, were entitled 
to the protection of their government, and 
this has not been the result of the adminis- 
tration’s attitude. Jealous of the standing 
of the country, he was opposed to the steps 
taken which permitted first Huerta to flaunt 
the United States and then, in the Benton 
case, Carranza and Villa to do so. 

‘Mr. Moore is as much opposed to interven- 
tion as is the president, but it ie said he fears 
the policy being pursued will lead exactly 
to that unfortunate end. In his judgment 
intervention can be avoided through the 
adoption of a firm policy. 


Moore Known as Authority. 

Mr. Moore has not had the relations with 
Mr. Bryan which should exist between a sub- 
ordinate and his chief. Mr. Bryan believes 
in peace. So does Mr. Moore, but the latter 
insists that the dignity and honor of the 
country come first. Mr. Moore is recognized 
the world over as an authority on all inter- 
national questions. He firat became asso- 
clated with the state department twenty- 
eight years ago. Mr. Bryan's knowledge of 
other nations has been gleaned from tours of 
the world. 

Moreover, the men temperamentally are 
antagonistic. Mr. Moore is not a politician 
in any sense of the word; knows nothing 
about politics, Mr. Bryan has lived and 
breathed politics and continues to do eo in 
the state department. 

Upon Mr. Moore has been placed all of 
the routine work of the department. The 
office of third assistant secretary has been 
vacant for months. While Mr. Folk was 
solicitor of state some of the legal work 
was taken from Mr. Moore’s shoulders. 
But Mr. Folk himself knew little about for- 
eign matters. Second Assistant Secretary of 
State Adee has not been in good health dur- 
ing the last year.

Washington, D. C., March 4.—Senator Fall 
of New Mexico today presented to the for- 
eign relations committee Pedro del Viler 
and Cecilio Ocon, representing the political 
interests of Felix, Diaz. 

Members of the committee were frankly 
amazed when the Mexicans sought the moral 
support by the United States government to 
bring about peace in Mexico by another revo- 
lution headed by Diaz. The committee had 
no idea, it is said, of the exact purpose of 
their visit, other than they wished to present 
information about the situation in Mexico. 
Members of the committee flatly stated 
that the United States could not recognize 
any such movement. 

Vilar and Ocon severely arraigned Huerta 
as corrupt and Carranza and Villa as ban- 
dits. They argued that Felix Diaz hasa host 


of loyal Mexican citizens behind him, who 
would rush to his support to establish a real 
government in Mexico. 

They wanted, if possible, to get a promise 
from the American government that it would 
uphold Diaz and recognize him if the coun- 
ter revolution succeeded. 

The committee is taking a most active in- 
terest in the Mexican imbroglio, and intends 
to get all the information possibie, so that 
it may be prepared for any situation that 
may arise, especialiy if the administration 
should determine upon any change of policy.

CASE OF BENTON DISCUSSED. 


Journals Sneer at Britain for Accept- 
ing Wilson Policy. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, March 4.—One of the highest offi- 
clals of the German government said today, 
according to information from a reliable 
source, that the killing of one German in 
Mexico probably would strain Germany's 
patience with the Wilson-Bryan policy tothe 
breaking point. He said, also, that if Benton 
had been a German instead of an English- 
man, the German press would not have 
adopted the attitude assumed-by Great Brit- 
ain. 

It is pointed out that the German govern- 
ment ig most friendly toward Washingtop 
and has done nothing which might embar- 
rass President Wilson in any way whatever, 
but the anti-American campaigm which, is 
being waged by the German newspapers on 
account of President Wilson's Mexican poi- 
icy would result in such an outburst that the 
German government would be compelled te 
take strong action. 

The newspapers are making no attempt te 
conceal disappointment at the attitude of 
Great Britain in the Benton case. The

tional policy of exacting revenge for the 
death of one of her citizens and stamping on 
the Monroe doctrine.

He added that he is about ready to begin 
the construction along the railroads of 4,000 
block houses, about a mile and a half apart, 
in each of which will be placed ten men.

Senator Says Vote in Chicago 
Primary Proves Women 
Will Use Rights, 


POLE INDICATES DEFEAT. 
Resolution Will Have Majority, 
bat Not Two-Thirds, Which 
Is Needed. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 4,—[Special.]— 
The contention that women will not exercise 
the franchise when they achieve it was de- 
molished by the female voters of Chicago at 
the recent aldermanic primary, according to 
figures submitted to the senate today by Sen- 
ator Sherman of Illinois in a speech advo- 
cating the pending suffrage amendment to 
the constitution. 
The senator showed that a hina percent- 
age of registered women than of registered 
men voters went to the polls in that primary. 
Of the registered female vote 29.98 per cent 
was cast, while of the registered male vote 
29.46 per cent was recorded at the ballot box. 

The senate spent the day discussing the 
suffrage amendment, but did not reach a 
vote. After making a careful poll of the 
upper house, Senators Thomas and Shafroth 
of Colorado, both supporters of the resolution. 
said the amendment. would command a ma- 


pority but not the two-thirds vote necessary 
to adoption. '

As soon as J. Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, chairman of the Labor party, began 
speaking at a Labor party rally in Memorial 
hall suffragists in all parts of the chamber, 

aided by a number of male supporters, started 
to howl him down. 

Women ushers had been engaged to deal 
with women interrupters of the meeting and 
men to attend to masculine disturbers, but 
as bouncers for their own sex the women 
proved failures and the men had to take over 
their duties. 

For nearly an hour a fierce struggle raged 
in the hall.

State's Attorney Hoyne yesterday dis- 
charged four of the six assistant county at- 
torneys end thereby precipitated! a battle 
which will be taken to the state Supreme 
court. This act will be used by the county 
civil service commissioners and the Civil 
Service Reform association to have the state 
Supreme court decide whether practically 
everyone on the county pay roll should not 
be. under oivil service. Only the charity 
offices and departments are now under the 
merit system. 

President Catherwood of the dusts com- 
mission, A. D. Gash, an attorney experienced 
in civil service litigation, and members of the 
Civil Service Reform association hold that 
the act of 1895 places nearly all of the county 
employés under civil service. 

Former County Attorney Chindblom and 
others assert such was the contemplation of 
the law, but because of long construction 
otherwise the act is not effective. 


Meet Today to Decide on Action, 

The Civil Service association will meet 
today at the City club to discuss action. 
President Catherwood and Miss Nicholes, a 
member of the commission, have promised 
$100 each to aid in defraying the expense 
of the litigation. 

As a first step mandamus proceedings will 
be started to compel Mr. Hoyne to recognize 
the rights of the discharged employés to 
their civil service positions.

_ GREAT BRITAIN ALSO “WAITS.” 

Great Britain makes the best of a 
necessity. There is no government to 
which it now can look for reparation for 
Benton’s death. If the Scotchman had 
been killed by a tribe in the foothills 
of the Himalayas a British column would 
run down the tribesmen. If he had been 
killed in Lima the Peruvian government 
would answer either to British diplo- 
matic agents or a squadron of warships 
off Callao, But Villa cannot be reached 
and Carranza cannot be reached. Huerta 
is helpless and the United States is 
rebuffed. 

Punitive measures cannot be adopted 
because, aside from the fact that direct 
action would be objectionable to the Unit- 
ed States, there is no way of making a 
superficial attack. There is no objective 
that can be reached easily. There is no 
sensitive spot that could be touched—no 
seaport that could be blockaded or occu- 
pied and no eme that could be 
coerced. 

Great Britain’s position is precisely that 
of the United Etates plus the embarrass | 
ment that the only procedure available 
would be repugnant to the United States 
as well as enormously wasteful. 

Great Britain’s normal expeditionary 
strength would be severely taxed to 
round up the responsible Constitutionalist 
authorities. The perplexing enemy in 
Mexico is not men but miles. Therefore, 
Sir Edward Grey, minister for foreign af- 
fairs, says with President Wilson: We 
can afford to wait.” 

This decision might have been reached 
grudgingly and the expression of it might 
have been hostile. Great Britain might 
even have headed a coalition of Euro- 
pean powers against the United States 
and have added infinitely to the embar- 
rassments of the American government. 
Instead of this the British government 
has been friendly and considerate. 

In the past considerable has been want- 
ing to make the British cotperation with 
the United States satisfactory, but in this 
emergency there is only friendliness and 
no other desire is apparent than to con- 
tribute as much as possible to the wise 
handling of exasperating problems.

SMOKE AND CONSUMPTION. 
E often hear.that smoke increases 


greatest English 
trade diseases, says there is ground for this 
opinion, but that the increase in other forms 


in consumption. 

Ascher, in Germany, injected a ¢ 
or rabbits with tuberculosis. Half of them 
were kept in clean air and half in smoky air, 
One hundred days later all the rabbits kept 
in smoky air were dead, half those kept in 
‘clean air were alive. This half Hved a 
month longer. In another group the ani- 
mals lived in smoke fifty-two days, and 
those in pure air, ninety days. 

— 

It is pretty certain that consumptives 
living in a town where the air is smoky die 
more quickly than do those living where the 
air is purer. But Oliver says the better 
sign that the people are being poisoned by 
smoke is when the deaths from pneumonia 
and bronchitis increase more rapidly than 
those from consumption; or where, as is 
often seen now, the consumption death rate 
decreases and the pneumonia-bronchitis 
rate Increases. 

Rubner, the chief health officer in Ger- 
many, is of the opinion that the “ human 
lung cannot be exposed to smoke without 
undergoing some structural alteration. Soot 
is composed of unburned carbon, in the 
meshes of which are sulphurie and muria- 
tie acids and tarry matter.”

All over Germany it has been observed 
that, when a town becomes a smoky town, 
the death rate from pneumonia goes up. 
Oliver says the proportions between deaths 
from non-tubercular lung disease in smoky 
towns is 130 to 100; in clear-air towns, 47 
to 40, and in country districta, it is 14 te 11. 

In smoky Waldenburg the pneumonia- 
bronchitis rate is 2.93; the consumption rate 
is 1.77. In the textile town of Wusterwal- 
tersdorf [a clear-nir town of the same size 
ten miles away], the rates are 2.23 and 
1.88—an increasé of 30 per cent in the pneu- 
monia-bronchitis rate over the town ten 
miles away. 

The disproportion between the pneumonia 
rate and the consumption rate of Pittsburgh 
is even greater. In Chicago the consump- 
tion rate is going down, and the pneumcenia 


rate is going up.

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LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


LEIVHN yeare ago Arthur Lynch, now 
Nationalist member of parliament for 
County Clare, was convicted of high 
treason at the Old Batley in London 
and condemned to death, the capital 

sentence being subsequently commuted to 
penal servitude for life. The high treason 
consisted in his having commanded as colone 
the Second Irish brigade under the Boer flag 
in South Africa—that is to gay, for having, as 
a British native born oitisen derne artis 
against Great Britain. 

It is doubtful whether the English govern- 
ment would have gone to the length of indict- 
ing him for high treason on this account had 
{t not been virtually forced to adopt this 
course by the action of the Galway Na- 
tionalista In electing him to represent them 
in parliament.

During the war in South Africa there were 
at least three or four dosen instances of 
men among the Boer prisoners who were 
recognized not merely as Irishmen but even 
as full fledged Englishmen, some of them 
former officers of the British army and navy 
who had come to grief and who had drifted 
down to South Africa and to the Transvaal, 
where they had taken service against the 
land of their birth. There were five of them 
among the Boer prisoners interned on the 
island of St. Helena. 

Although the English authorities, both at 
the Cape of Good Hope and et N. Helena, 
were thoroughly aware of their antecedents 
and would have been justified, accerdipg to 
the rules of war and the laws punishing high 


martial and in sending them to the gallows, 
they preferred to affect to ignore ther 
identity, merely withholding from them those 
tokens of regard and courtesy acoordéd to 
those ef the enemy's officers and men who 
were either bona fide Boers or foreign soldiers 
of fortune.

In Consequence of his conviction Arthur 
Lynch was prevented from taking his seat 
as member for Galway in the house ot com- 
mons, his election being invalidated, 

He did not remain long in prison. After 
convict for just twelve monthe he Was re- 
leased on ticket of leave by the Unionist gov- 
ernment, and three years later, when the 
Liberals came into office, received a free 
pardon from the crown. 

In 1900 he was re@lected to parliament, this 
time by County Clare, and since then hee 
sat on the Nationalist benches in the house 
of commons at Westminster. :

The other day Lord Hugh Cecil, one of the 
most aggressive members of the Unionist 
party, in attacking the Nationalists, argued 
that the concession of home rule for Ireland 
was merely a preliminary to the complete 
secession of Prin, since many of the Na- 
tionalists regarded England as @ foreign 
country, and some even, like Arthur Lynch, 
had fought against it in war.

REE municipal dance halls may be opened 
in Chicago next winter. Mayor Harrison 
announced yesterday he is considering 
the establishment of four such halls, one 
in each of the t sections of the city 

and a fourth in South Chicago. 

His attention was called to the subject by a 
report from Frederick Fex; municipal librarian, 
upon the operation of similar places of amuse- 
ment in several other American cities. In each 
instance they have been found successful and 
the juvenile protective organizations have in- 
dorsed them. 

While in some cases the halls are made. Self- 
sustaining by admittance fees, Mayor Harrison 
said he would favor having the city meet the 
expense, which he estimates would be slight in 
comparison with the benefits promised, 
also said he can see no reason for barring 
the new dances. 

“The tango can be danced as decently as any 
other dance,” he said. “In fact, some of the 
old dances, the loving two-step, for instance, 
were worse than anything else I have seen. 
Some of the experts could dance that on a sil- 
ver dollar.” 

“The object,” said Mr. Rex's report concern- 
ing the cities whose records he studied, “ has 
been to provide for certain sections of the city 
dance halls where opportunities for participa- 
tion in wholesome recreation would be offered 
to all classes of people, young, middle aged, 
and old. 

The cities that have established dance: halls 
are emphasizing: 

“ Adequate supervision and patronage. . 

“Public opportunities for dancing that cost 
less than commercialized enterprises. 

“Sanitary, well ventilated, and well lighted 

alls. 

“ Substitution of soft drinks for intoxicants. 

“High grade music and wunobjectionable 
dancing.” 

Municipal dance halls are in operation in 
Boston, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Denver, Milwau- 
kee, and San Francisco.

Law school in 1918, was yesterday appointed 


secretary of the commission selected by the 
Rockefeller foundation to investigate medical 


conditions in China. He will accompany Presi- 
dent Judson of the university, the head of the 
medical commission, and Mrs. Judson on their 
trip to China, and will act as business man- 
ager for the party. 

Dr. Judson announced the route of the in- 
vestigating commission yesterday. The party 
will leave Chicago on March 18, the day fol- 
lowing the convocation exercises of the winter 
school term at the Midway. The party will 
go to Washington and from there to New 
York, where they will sail March 21, with a 
fourth member of the party, who will be an 
American medical and surgical expert. The 
members of the commission will stop at Paria, 
Berlin, and St. Petersburg, before proceeding 
to Moscow, where they will take the ten day 
trip to Peking on a special train of the trans- 
Siberian railroad. The party will arrive in 
Peking on April 18. 

The commission will inquire particularly into 
the sanitary conditions of Chinese cities, trying 
to trace a connection between sanitation and 
the frequent Chinese plagues. The party will 
inspect the hospitals in all the large Chinese 
cities and will visit schools and other institu- 
tions. Dr. Judson announced that the commis- 
sion would spend the spring and part of the 
summer in China, going from there to Japan 
and returning to the United States across the 
Pacific to San Francisco, in time for the open- 
ing of the University of Chicago next October. 

The name of a fourth: member of the party, 
announced as “a prominent American medical 
and surgical expert,” has not yet been given 
out by the Rockefeller foundation.

Marshmallow Pudding. 

One tablespoon of gelatin, one cup of water, 
one cup of sugar, whites of four eggs; flavoring 

preferred. Soak the gélatin in half ‘the 
Water; boil the rest of the water and while 
hot pour it over the gelatin. Beat this until 
stiff (like the beaten whites of eggs). Beat 
the Whites of the eggs dry and add to the 
beaten gelatin, and beat well. Add the sugar 
and beat again. Stir in the flavoring. Put into 
a mold wet with cold water and set on the 
ice. Serve with rich cream or with thin 
custard. You can add to the beauty of the 
dish by coloring a part of the pudding pink 
With cochineal or vegetable coloring matter. 
When this recipe is first tried it may seem al- 
most hopeless to. beat the gelatin and water 
stiff, but they will stiffen, although it takes 
time and energy and a good rotary egg beater.

It the grapefruit and orange 
4 are large ones it is possible to make 
ener glasses of marmalade from them, and 
sixteen easily, although the number commonly 
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given is twelve, in which case not every inch 
of the fruit and peel is put in. 

A less expensive marmalade than that of the 
three fruits may be made with lemon alone, but 
that indescribable care is needed in handling 
this which not every one is inclined to take. 
The cut up fruit must be kept in earthenware 
during the time of preparation, and must be 
cooked in acid proof utensils. 

Three medium sized lemons will weigh a 
pound, and at present prices may be had for 
a. than 5 cents, or at most but slightly over 
vhat. , 

LEMON MARMALADE—Three lemons, or 
one pound. sliced extremely thin. Allow for 
this weight of fruit three pints, or six measur- 
ing cups, of water. Pour the water over the 
fruit and let. stand twenty-four hours; then 
cook until tender. This may be accomplished 
by boiling the fruit for a little, then covering 
hermetically and setting in the flreless cooker 
over night. When ready to give the final cook- 
ing add for each cup of the mixture one cup 
and a half of sugar. This will make twelve 
small glasses of marmalade at a cost of about 
2 cents each. It should be boiled until it will 
set, and should then be shiny and transparent. 

One or two tablespoons of this marmalade 
with ice water makes a fairly refreshing drink, 
and, if carefully coo „ has not that flavor of 
sulphur matches which it is possible to de- 
velop in lemons. 

The sugar may be scanted a little in this 
recipe to get a sourer marmalade, but the true 
balance between fruit and sugar, varying as the 
fruit does, on account of the temperature it 
had while ripening, is one difficult to decide 
without much experience.

There are much more elaborate recipes than 
this for making lemon marmalade. A fruit au- 
thority starts out with six pounds of lemons. 
The Scotch recipe from which the above was 
adapted reads as follows: 

“MON MARMALADE.—Take any num- 
ber of lemons; slice very thin; remove only the 
seeds, To each pound of sliced fruit add three 
pints of cold water; let stand twenty-four 
hours; then boil until the chips are tender; pour 
it into an earthenware bowl and let it stand 
till next day. Now weigh it, and to every pound 
of boiled pulp add one and a half pounds of 
lump sugar: boil all together till the sirup 
jellies and the chips are rather transparent. .In 
taking out the pips be careful to leave in all 
the white pith, as this goes toward making the 
sirup.

BUSBY SPEAKS FOR HIS COMPANY 


Negotiations for the construction of initial 
subways for the surface lines struck a dead 
wall yesterday. Representatives of the Chi- 
cago surface lines flatly refused to accept the 
city’s terms for the rental of the tubes. 

The aldermen who encountered the obstacle 
held their ground. They declined to go back 
to the terms offered by the traction men last 
Saturday. It was declared probable the ini- 
tial subway ordinance will not be completed 
and possible no referendum on the question of 
constructing subways according to this plan 
will be had at the April election. 

The subway subcommittee of the council 
committee on local transportation offered 
two propositions to the company. One was 
that it pay a rental of 5 per cent on the cost of 
the subways. The other was that it pay as 
rental all it would be saved by operating its 
cars in subways and submit to having its 
profits limited to a fixed percentage, with ail 
returns above that going into service Im- 
provement. The company's representatives 
rejected both. 


Engineers Report on Proposal. 

The first glimpse of the dead wall was 
caught when the report of Bion J. Arnold 
and George Weston on the company’s pro- 
posal to pay 1 per cent of its gross receipts as 
subway rental was received. It called atten- 
tion in the opening, ‘paragraphs to the empha- 
sis laid by the tame engineers in a previots 
report to the “two fundamentals” upon 
which the agreement should be based— 
“maximum service to the public and a fair 
return to the company.” These fundament- 
ala were taken as a basis for the new report. 

The report then opposed strongly the com- 
pany’s proposal that the first north and south 
route be built in State street Instead of in 
Clark street, as planned by the city, but the 
aldermen ignored this phase of the agreement 
because of the greater importance of the 
difference over the rental basis.

Censor Samuel A. Bloch Makes | 


First Public Statement on 
Attitude of City 
Board. 


SPEAKS ALSO FOR WOMEN, 


He Responds to Questions of 
Policy Asked by the Edi-

In à letter published yesterday Samuel A. 
Bloch of the Chicago censorship bureau 
contends that moving pictures must be 
viewed through the eyes of a child.”
